W'ashington—The terrible moment comes. Enemy mis­ 
siles, traveling at thousands of miles per hour, are headed 
for American cities. 
Suddenly sharp beams of ruby-red light stab out from 
U.S.-owned satellites circling the earth. 
Some of the missies are “ shot” down— 
with 
red 
beams of 
light. 
Others 
are 
smashed to bits by the light beams or are 
diverted from their targets. Nuclear war­ 
heads are neutralized 
To Gen. Curtis LeMay, the tough-mind­ 
ed chief of staff of the Air Force, such a se­ 
quence is neither fantastic nor inconceiv­ 
able. 
In fact, he and other Air Force gener­ 
als now believe that it is important that the 
nation understand that the day of the su­ 
per-weapon—fired 
from 
space—may 
be 
rapidly arriving. 
They are afraid that if this is not understood, the na­ 
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tion runs the risk of becoming wedded to present weapons 
systems and may be hesitant to pioneer. 
LeMay strongly believes that there is far too much 
emphasis today on the idea that nuclear weapons are 
the “ last and final form of weapons that man will devise.” 
This, he says, may not 
be the 
case at all. 
“ Our national security 
in the 
future may depend on 
armaments far different from any we know today—and, 
believe me. they won’t^be ultimate weapons either.” 
LeMay and the .Air Force today are taking this ap- 
.proach in building a concerted campaign to try to boost 
the Air Force role in space. 
They want more money 
for 
research and develop­ 
ment on the military uses 
of space and they want it as 
soon as possible. 
LeMay believes that if the Soviet Union should be the 
first to get a “ beam-directed energy weapon” in space 
“ they could change the balance of decisive power in their 
favor.” 
“ If they could neutralize satellites and spacecraft with 
such a weapon,” he adds, “ they could prevent us from 


developing an equal defense against their intercontinental 
ballistic missiles. 
“ They could even prevent us from going into space 
for peaceful purposes.” 
He says that scientific papers published by the Soviets 
indicate that they are aware of light-beam pos.sibilities 
In this country, research on light-beam weapons— 
sometimes called “ death rays” —is larther along than 
many realize 
.Although research is secret, focused light beams have 
already split the cutting edge of razor blades in two from 
distances of ti or 8 feet. 
The system is formally called “ LASER,” which stands 
for “ light amplification by stimulated emission or radia­ 
tion.” 
The general idea is that light beams normally dis­ 
perse and are what one scientist calls “ incoherent.” But if 
they can be focused—in this case through ruby crystals— 
they actually have force. 
What LeMay is concerned about is not the present, 
but the future. 
He and other Air Force generals insist that the Air 


Force doesn’t want to take over the .National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, the civilian space agency that 
now gets most of the money for space research. 
They say that NASA is doing fine—but at the same 
time not enough is being done in exploring military uses 
ot space. 
When it takes from 5 to 10 years to develop new weap­ 
ons systems, as it does today, they feel that decisions for 
more military-space spending must be made now' if the 
nation is not to tounder 10 years from now. 
Here are a few of the fields in which they feel better 
information is needed than they are getting through co­ 
operation with NAS.A: 
—Powerful 
rocket 
boosters. 
They believe 
military 
needs for powerful boosters are greater than civilian 
needs. 
—.Space rendezvous system s. They foresee military 
needs for “ capability to rendepous with, identify and in­ 
spect [lotentiallv hostile sa tellites.” 
—Nuclear propulsion system s. They want more re­ 
search. 
—Both manned and unmanned space stations in orbit.

VVith wheat growers, in con­ 
trast, there is much grum­ 
bling but no strong disposi­ 
tion to vote out compulsory 
controls. The prevailing mood 
was summed up by an Idaho 
farmer when asked how he 
would c h o o s e between the 
new wheat program or a free 
market without any price sup­ 
ports. 
“ I’d vote for the program,’’ 
he replied, “ but I’d cuss.’’ 
The new Kennedy program 
w as designed to force a show­ 
down in the long struggle over 
agricultural policy which has 
filled elevators and w a r e- 
houses 
with 
surplus 
farm 
produce and has sent the cost 
of farm subsidies to more 
than $4 billion a year. 
For each major commodity 
Kennedy proposed that farm­ 
ers be presented 
with

choice of accepting drastic 
production cuts plus generous 
price supports or no controls 
and no price supports.

At a party fu nd-raising dinner in Lincoln 
last week. Sen. Barry Goldwater reminded 
h is fellow Repu blicans th at th ey are in a mi­ 
nority party by abou t 20 million voters. Ju st 
th e day before, th e GOP leadersh ip in Con­ 
gress h ad set a cou rse wh ich appears deter­ 
mined to keep it a minority. 


ing incentive to modernize. Bu siness interests 
apparently favored a system of fast depreci­ 
ation write-off to accomplish th e pu rpose. Bu t 
it h as never been sh own th at th ere is so mu ch 
difference in th e two meth ods th at it mu st 
be th e fast write-off or noth ing. 


Th is Repu blican position came in a party- 
line vote in th e Hou se in opposition to th e two 
key points of a tax reform bill recommended 
by President Kennedy and approved in mod­ 
ified form by th e Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee. Unu su al u nity by Democrats with stood 
th e solid Repu blican opposition and th e meas­ 
u re now h as gone to th e Senate wh ere it is 
set for anoth er (iDP onslau gh t. 


Th e two key provisions drawing Repu bli­ 
can fire were (U a 7 G tax credit for pu rch ase 
of new bu siness equ ipment; and i2i a tax 
with h olding system for dividends and inter- 
e.st. Wh y th ese two featu res sh ou ld antagonize 
th e Repu blicans so mu ch is difficu lt to see. 
It h as been generally agreed th at bu siness 
needs some kind of a tax break to make it 
easier to modernize its equ ipment and bu ild 
new plants. Th is is a major factor in remain­ 
ing competitive with Eu ropean manu factu r­ 
ers wh o h ave rebu ilt war-destroyed plants 
since World War II. 


As for a with h olding system on dividends 
and interest, it h as been said many times 
th at at least $600 million in taxes are lo.st 
every year 
becau se earnings 
from 
th ese 
sou rces are not reported. Th is claim h as yet 
to be disproved. Th e with h olding system is 
aimed at closing th is looph ole. 
With h olding for taxes, of cou rse, is not a 
new concept. Taxes h ave been with h eld from 
wage earners salaries for many years. Th ere 
is no apparent ju stification for not doing th e 
same with income from dividends and interest 
if th is will assu re more complete tax retu rns. 


By attempting to scu ttle badly-needed tax 
reform on th e basis of opposition to th ese fea­ 
tu res of th e bill, th e Repu blican leadersh ip 
h as not made a very good case for its be­ 
coming anyth ing bu t a minority party.

A su spicion was growing th at Fidel Castro 
w'as a Commu nist. Wh at sh ou ld I do abou t 
it, I asked myself? I h ad watch ed Castro 
h andling h is enemies before th e firing wall, 
th e paredó n. Th ere was no dou bt in my 
mind th at if I crossed h im, mobs wou ld 
appear ou tside ou r windows sh ou ting “Pare­ 
dó n! Paredó n! . . . ” 
Th en one day, early in Febru ary 1959, as 
I sat at my desk I was aware of th e cru ci­ 
fix. It was a simple ivory cru cifix wh ich my 
moth er h ad given me. I h ad h u ng it over 
my desk to remind me always to u se th e 
power of my newspaper in a Ch ristian man­ 
ner. Now it seemed almost as if Jesu s were 
looking down at me with sadness in His 
eyes, saying: 
“You will lose th e paper. You may lose 
you r life.

I knew in th at moment th at I did not h ave 
any ch oice. From th at day on I began to 
write editorials abou t th e th ings I did not 
th ink correct in Fidel Castro’s regime. 


Bowens was wrong in one of h is evalu a­ 
tions, it seemed to many sitting in th e Hick­ 
man Legion Hall th at spring morning. As a 
h u man being with matu re concern for socie­ 
ty, h e h asn’t fallen far sh ort in life. He’s 
way ah ead of most of h is fellows. 


Castro reacted as I knew h e wou ld. After 
my first editorial h e berated me on TV, 
sh ou ting th at I was th e newest “enemy of 
th e people.” 
Bu t I did not stop th e editorials. 
A month passed. 
And 
anoth er. 
Castro 
broadened h is barrage: not only on TV bu t 
also on radio and th rou gh th e controlled 
newspapers h e sh ou ted: 
“I cannot take responsibility for th e action 
of fired u p Fidelistas.” 
And th e Fidelistas took th e h int. Th ey 
bu rned bu ndles of Diario on th e street. 
Crowds of h u ndreds appeared ou tside my of­ 
fice, I began to h ear th e cry I h ad been 
awaiting: “Paredó n! Paredó n!”

Th e incoming President, Secretary of State, 
and Secretary of Defense begin th eir fatefu l 
collaboration on th e basis of a cou ple of 
h ou rs’ acqu aintance with each oth er. 


At th e beginning of th is reporter’s first 
Kennedy-era jou rney, th e Laotian and Cu ban 
episodes both s e e m e d u nimaginable. At 
th e beginning of th e second jou rney, it was 
not easy to forget James Reston’s sh arp bu t 
contemporaneou sly ju stified rem ark abou t th e 
new government’s talking like Ch u rch ill and 
acting like Neville Ch amberlain. Bu t now it is 
altogeth er different again, for concrete rea­ 
sons noticeable in th e last few month s. 


Soviet pressu re on th e air corridors, air traf­ 
fic to Berlin h as greatly increased. 


Th e joke (and th e secret of th e new style) 
is th at th ese concrete reasons for a reassess­ 
ment h ave not been all th at noticeable. Th ey 
were very big political developments, by any 
standard; bu t wh en th ey first emerged into 
pu blic view, th ey h ardly made th e h ead­ 
lines. 


Alsop 
Consider, for instance, th e two su ccessive 
rou nds of Soviet pressu re on th e air corridors 
leading to Berlin. In both rou nds, s o m e 
American officials—notably Gen. Lu ciu s D. 
Clay—u nderstandably advocated th e kind of 
extreme cou nter-measu res th at migh t h a v e 
cau sed a dram atic pu blic confrontation and a 
world-gripping crisis. 


In Sou th Vietnam, th e same novel pattern 
once again appears. Here th e action taken 
was even more significant. For it mu st be 
u nderstood th at th e great intensification of 
American effort in Sou th Vietnam, and th e 
commitment of American “training txoops” 
to combat th ere, really constitu te an Ameri­ 
can commitment to win th is ch ancy war at 
all costs. 
Bu t once again, th ere was no fanfare, th ere 
were no dramatics. Consequ ently, both ou r 
allies and ou r enemies are only now begin­ 
ning to wake u p to th e real natu re of th e U.S. 
commitment in Sou th Vietnam. 
Doing big th ings abroad with th e least pos­ 
sible fu ss is a new way of acting for th e 
U.S. It is a new style, qu ite different from 
th e styles of th e past. 


Th at is h ow it ail really worked. And th at 
is wh y th e reader of political news sh ou ld be 
wary of th ose pu rple reports of immensely 
clever s e c r e t “maneu verings” by brilliant 
and h idden forces. 
Equ aUy, beware of tags and slogans wh ich 


In su ch circu mstances, th e sh akedown pe­ 
riod is bou nd to be long and likely to be 
painfu l. It was painfu l in th is instance. Th e 
impu lsive adventu re In Cu ba was only one 
side of th e medal. Th e oth er and probably 
more damaging side was th e impu lsive talk 
abou t Laos, followed by th e backdown th ere. 


Cou nter-measu res were indeed taken, bu t 
in a very qu iet, downrigh t inconspicu ou s way. 
No more was done th an th e minimu m th at 
th e ch allenge demanded. Th at minimu m was 
done with ou t fanfare, so th at very few per­ 
sons were even dimly aware of th e grave 
alarm th at was briefly felt by th e h igh est 
policymakers. And th is qu iet minimu m h as 
worked so well th at th rou gh ou t th e period of

I didn’t want to lose it 
wh en th e paper was seized, yet I didn’t 
want to be with ou t it. 
I do not mean, of cou rse, th at an ivory 
cru cifix h ad any power of its own. Bu t it 
did remind me of my need to be especially 
close to Him. I left th e cru cifix on th e 
wall. It gave me th e sense of Ch rist’s par­ 
ticipation in ou r paper’s martyrdom, and 
th is gave me th e strength to carry th rou gh 
th e next few days. 
It h appened ju st as I h ad expected. A 
grou p of Fidelistas arrived at th e paper, 
walked th rou gh th e plant, with mach ine 
gu ns. Th ey broke th rou gh th e glass doors in­ 
to th e rotogravu re room and smash ed th e 
plates. Th en th ey left. 
We 
prepared 
anoth er 
engraving, 
th en 
started th e presses. I waited at th e plant 
u ntil nearly 11 o’clock, th en went to th e 
h ome of friends for dinner. We h ad barely 
seated ou rselves wh en th e teleph one rang. 
“Th ey h ave stopped th e presses. Do not 
come 
down, 
Jose. 
Th ey 
are 
after 
you 
now . . . ” 


Th at nigh t, as th e bu tton was pu sh ed and 
th e presses stopped, th e Diario died, after 
opposing Castro for a year and a h alf. It 
was th e last independent jou rnalistic voice in 
Cu ba. 


A few h ou rs later I escaped by plane to 
Peru . 
Looking at it one way, I h ave lost my 
figh t. Ou r family h ome is gone. I sneaked 
ou t of my own cou ntry. Ou r newspaper is 
dead th ere. 
Bu t I wonder if th e battle is really lost? 
A few days after I reach ed Peru , I boarded 
a plane for th e United States. We landed 
at Miami 
wh ere, 
to 
my 
amazement, 
a 
crowd was waiting, sh ou ting and waving 
placards saying, “Hu rrah for Diario de la 
Marina! Viva Rivero!” 
It wasn’t really “Viva Rivero!” th at th ey 
were sh ou ting. It was “Viva!” — th at pow­ 
er wh ich each of u s is given to stand for 
wh at h e believes. It was “ Viva!” — th e 
spirit in each of u s wh ich can stand u p to 
inju stice. As long as th is spirit lives, is th e 
battle lost? 
1 am su re, qu ite su re, th at it is not.

Toward Fund Formula

Under the pinch of finance 
pressure, the State Normal 
Board’s philosophy of pro­ 
gram uniformity at all 4 state 
teachers 
colleges 
may 
be 
tending toward a change. 
This possibility was seen 
after the Board voted 5-1 to 
allocate $3,055,179 in tax funds 
among the colleges for the 
second year of the biennium. 
Kearney and Wayne, the 
two largest schools, will get 
more money than they did 
last year. Chadron and Peru, 
the 
smaller-enrolment 
col- j 
leges, will receive less. 
The breakdown: 
Kearney 
$1.053.386, up 
$46,385; Wayne—$841,996, up 
$31,469; Chadron — $636.905, 
down $6,394, and Peru—$522,- 
895, down $30,101. 
.\. D. Majors, Omaha, op­ 
posed the division, one based 
largely 
on 
earned 
student 
credit hours. 
Basic .Mlotment 
Each school was given a 
flat 
allotment 
of 
.$275.000. 
That totalled $1.1 million. The j 
remaining $1,955,179 was split 
according to credit hour.s. 
The $275.000 base was the 
same foundation figure as ini 
the first-year distribution for­ 
mula. Board members agreed 
it was “ picked out of the 
air.” 


( oordinator Freeman Deck­ 
er had recommended an al­ 
location formula giving all 
schools a basic administrative 
expense — based on current 
figures — with the rest of 
available funds' divided on 
credit hours. 
Decker’s basic sum includ­ 
ed salaries of college admin­ 
istrators, division chairmen 
and items like utilities, post-i 
age, 
telephone 
and 
freight ^ 
costs.

Peru State President Nealj 
Gomon said Decker’s formu-i 
la didn’t go far enough. 
;

He insisted that each school' 
must receive credit for hav-| 
ing at least one teacher in a

By statute and Board pol­ 
icy, the smaller teachers col­ 
leges are required to offer

Seeding o f spring grains 
was co nfined mainly to the 
western part o f the state. 
Only abo ut o ne per cent o f the 
o at ac r e ag e was planted, 
co mpared to the av erage o f 
20% fo r this date. 
The statisticians said wet 
fields in the majo r o ats pro ­ 
ducing area may cause so me 
shift fro m this cro p to co rn, 
so rghum o r so y beans. Unfa­ 
v o rable weather last fall pre­ 
v ented field tillage and farm­ 


ers are far behind in their 
spring wo rk. 
So me ' co rn and so rghum 
remain to be harv ested in 
so uthern co unties and iso lat­ 
ed fields 
can be o bserv ed 
o v er mo st o f the state. 
Wheat Go o d 
Winter wheat has emerged 
fro m the do rmant stage in 
go o d co nditio ns and lo ss o f 
the acreage is co nfined to 
areas in the no rthwest that 
were damaged by wind ero ­ 
sio n and in s o u t h-central 
co unties where 
spo ts 
hav e 
been co v ered by water. 
Lo w temperatures d e al t 
winter barley a blo w, particu­ 
larly in the Panhandle. Fall 
gro wth was killed in o ther 
areas. New tillers hav e ap­ 
peared in so me fields indicat­ 
ing that the plant may still 
be aliv e. This was particular­ 
ly no ted in the so uthwest. 
Pasture and range feed be­ 
came av ailable 
again o v er 
mo st o f the state when the 


sno w co v er disappeared. Co m 
stalk and so rghum fields were 
o pen fo r grazing and were 
furnishing co nsiderable feed. 
Winter wheat fields were be­ 
ing grazed in so me sectio ns. 
Hay co ntinued in sho rt sup­ 
ply o v er mo st o f the state 
but with o pen range co ndi­ 
tio ns liv esto ck were ex pected 
to o btain sufficient feed un­ 
til new grass arriv es. 
Calv ing was in full swing 
o v er, mo st o f the state. Im­ 
pro v ed 
weather 
co nditio ns 
were helpful in sav ing n e w 
bo rn calv es but lo sses hav e 
been higher than usual. 
Shearing Started 
Shearing o f sheep began in 
so me areas. Lo ss o f new bo rn 
pigs also ran abo v e av erage 
because o f adv erse weather 
co nditio ns. 
The statisticians said t h at 
feedlo ts in the eastern part o f 
the state hav e been ex treme­ 
ly muddy making it difficult 
to feed cattle.

Of Injuries in Title Fig ht 


New York (UPI) — De-: 
throned 
welterweight box ing 
champ ion Benny (Kid) Paret 
died early Tuesday without 
regaining consciousness from 
his knockout Mar, 24. 
The Kid was counted ou' 
for the last time 
at 
12:5 5 
a.m. CST 
before 
his p reg­ 
nant wife, Lucy , could reach 
his side. The 24-y ear old Cu­ 
ban was the first champ ion 
in box ing history to die of in­ 
juries receiv ed in a title bout. 
Paret was p ounded sense­ 
less by Emile Griffith in the 
12th round of their title fight 
at Madison Square Garden. 
The 
Cuban 
box er under­ 
went emergency surgery to 
reliev e p ressure on his brain 
early Mar. 25 but stay ed in 
a coma until he died. With 
only a 10,000 to 1 chance at 
surv iv al at the time, Benny 
began to make slight p rog­ 
ress. 
To aid his breathing sur­ 
geons inserted a tube into his 
Uiroat. He was rep orted to be 
making some slight p rogress 
until Monday when he con­ 
tracted p neumonia. 
Mrs. Paret, w’ho flew here 
from Miami, Fla., after her 
husband was felled, reached 
his bedside too late. With her 
were Paret’s mother, Mrs. 
Max imo Cresp o, his brother, 
Antonio, and a Roman Catho­ 
lic p riest.

“Please, 1 w-ant to go with 
y ou,” Alfaro quoted Mrs. Pa­ 
ret as say ing as she stood be­ 
side her dead husband. “Take 
me along.” 
He said then Mrs. Paret 
p ray ed, holding in her hand

When told of Clancy ’s com­ 
ment, Alfaro said, “Pray ing 
right now' won’t bring him 
back. We hav e been p ray ing 
for him since they took him 
from the Garden on a stretch­ 
er.” 
Paret’s tragic injuries p ro­ 
duced new cries and crusades 
throughout the world to ban 
box ing. 
Ruby Goldstein, who refer­ 
eed the Kid’s last fight, was 
criticized in many quarters 
for not stop p ing the bo u t 
sooner. Howev er, he was held 
blameless by the New York 
State Athletic Commission in 
a p ost-fight rep ort requested 
by Gov . Nelson Rockefeller. 
The commission r e p o r t 
said that Goldstein “acted in 
good j u d g m e n t in stop ­ 
p ing this contest w'hen 
he 
did.” 
Howev er, 
Alfaro 
insisted 
that Goldstein “was too slow” 
in halting the machine-gun 
p unching 
of 
Griffith, 
who 
had lost his title to Paret in 
their second fight in the same 
Garden ring last Sep tember. 
Other 
box ing 
observ ers, 
though, felt that Paret may 
hav e receiv ed initial br a i n 
damage either in his first 
fight with Griffith at Miami 
Beach last Ap ril, when the 
Kid was knocked out in the 
13th round, or in his equally 
brutal brawl with NBA mid­ 
dleweight king Gene Fullmer 
last Dec. 9, when he was kay - 
oed in the 10th round. 
Only two other box ers hav e 
died of injuries receiv ed in 
title f i g h t s . In 1947, Jimmy 
Doy le succumbed as a sequel 
to his 8 th-round knockout by 
Sugar Ray Robinson at Clev e­ 
land. It was Robinson’s first 
defense of the welterweight 
title he held on 5 different 
occasions. 
In 18 97, Britain’s W a l t e r 
Croot died of injuries receiv ed 
in a world bantamweight bout 
with Jimmy Barry in London. 
Paret also was only the 3rd 
fighter to die from injuries 
receiv ed in a bout at t h e 
famed Garden. The first was 
Ernie Schaaf, kay oed in the 
13th round by Primo Camera 
in a non-champ ionship heav y ­ 
weight brawl in 1933.

New York (UPI) — The 
death of Benny (Kid) Paret 
early Tuesday struck his fam­ 
ily like the knockout blow 
that p ut the welterweight box ­ 
er into his fatal coma. 
Paret’s 
p regnant wi f e , 
Lucy , his mother, Mrs. Max ­ 
imo Cresp o, and the box er’s 
brother, 
Antonio, 
reached 
Roosev elt Hosp ital about a 
half hour after Benny died 
Tuesday morning. 
Onlv his manager, Manuel 
Alfaro, was at Paret’s bed­ 
side when the fighter was 
counted out for the last time. 
Paret’s family wep t hy steri­ 
cally at the bedside of the 
fallen ring warrior. 
The box er had been uncon­ 
scious since he was p ounded 
insensible at Madison Square 
Garden Mar. 24 in the 12th 
round of a welterweight title 
fight with Emile Griffith. 
“Paret died without say ing 
a word,” Alfaro said, “he 
didn’t say a word. 
“ 1 was there at the time 
he p assed on. He was breath­ 
ing v ery fast and then his 
blood p ressure began to drop . 
He ex p ired at 1:5 5 a.m. 
“He 
got p neumonia Mon­ 
day and that was too much 
for him.” 
The fight manager said he 
lov ed Paret like “he was my 
own son. I brought him from 
Cuba 4 y ears ago and I kep t 
him like a little baby . So I 
feel that I lost a son. 
“He dies a champ ion.” 
Asked who he blamed for 
Paret’s death, Alfaro rep lied: 
“I don’t blame any body . I 
blame circumstances.” 
He said that neither Grif­ 
fith nor Ruby Goldstein, the 
referee of the fight, had been 
in touch with him. But Alfaro 
added that they may hav e 
called the hosp ital. 
Alfaro rehashed the fight 
and said that it should hav e 
been 
stop p ed. 
He 
claimed 
that Paret had been fouled 
because 
he 
was 
being hit 
while his head was outside 
the rop es. 
The manager said because 
of the noise at ringside Ref­ 
eree Goldstein ap p arently did 
not hear him and Paret’s sec­ 
onds shouting to stop the 
fight. 
Alfaro said he would not 
p rop ose that box ing be abol­ 
ished. 
“No, I will not p rop ose the 
abolishment 
of 
box ing 
be­ 
cause it was going on before 
I was born, and it will con­ 
tinue to go on.” 
.Alfaro said Paret liv ed here 
while he was box ing because 
“he liked the way of life in 
the United States. 
“ He wanted to become a 
citizen, but he didn’t hav e the 
time.” 
Paret died in a sp eeial care 
unit on the second floor of the 
hosp ital. Ironically , the only 
other p atient in the unit is 
former lightweight contender 
Frankie Ry ff, who has been 
unconscious for 6 weeks. 
Ry ff, who had been p lan­ 
ning a comeback, fell 6 floors 
down an elev ator shaft at a 
p artially comp leted building 
where he had been emp loy ed 
as a construction worker.

Johnson said Paret never 


learned English well, and that 
this may be the reason he 
could not avoid being signed 
for a series of hard bouts — 
culminating in the welter- 


er him the roughest fighter 
in the ring today. After you 
fight him you need 6 months 
to get right again.
